Whoreas foreigners, various.and mongrel, 
wond their way to the Central Kingdom on 
dollar-grinding bent, the least we can do is 
to cover them. with sheltering wing, and 
kecp, them safe’ from buffets and fisticufls. 
Yn addressing them, they may be dubbed. 
either men of the deep or outside country

A correspondent of the N.C, Daily News 
writes as follow: : 
By: the existing and still. unmodified 
trouties of the various. loreign powers with 
China, tho’capital ‘city of Peking is held to 
a place in which foreigneis, whether 
officinl, or members of the missionary 
podies, or students, or professionals, or 
travellers, may reside, but not for purposes 
of trade. The capital is closed agginst 
foreign trade, and the only exception pro- 
perly made hy the Chinese authorities and 
foreiyn Ministers is--save.in the ono case 
togvhich I refur—in favour of forcign pur- 
chasers of enamels, works of art, porcelain, 
ete., etc. A few years ago permission was 
obtained; not, without diffeulty, to open’ 
one or two. foreign inns; but guarantees 
were given that tho indulgence. should not 
he abused.

RUSSIAN ADVANCES IN ASIA. 


“Inthe House uf Commons on the 19th 
August, Mr Ashmead-Bartlott asked tho 


Under-Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether the British Cabinet had addressed 
@ remonstrance to Russia upon the fact that 
Askabad, which he stated a few weeks ago 


was the extreme limit of tho Russian out- 


posta, had becn.made the headquartors of 
the Russian commander, and oceupied by’ 
a large force, Askabad bein 


over 300 miles 


nearer British India than novodsk, on 


‘the Caspian, which was General Skobeleff’s 


headquarters a-year ago; whether it was 
true that the Russian cavalry had recently 
beon surveying the Kershef road, close to 
Meshed, the capital of Persian Rhorassan 
as their newest boundary; whether the 
British Government intended to protest 
against the violation of Persian territory. by 
the Russian gonerals,.and to insist upon 
the presenco of a British officer on the Do- 
limitation Commission for the Persian 
Frontier; whether he had aedn-the state- 
ment of the correspondent of the République 
Frangaise in Central Asia—that ‘in a vei 
short time the Tekkes themselves will 
furnish the White Czar with excellent 
cavalry, The main result is this. The 
road to Herat is broadly open, without the 
leagt fear of danger, without tho least diffi- 
culty to encounter. There'is nothing more 
than to march some 260 miles, and to say, 
‘J'y suis.’- The Tekkes, the bravest people 
of Turkestan, havo submitted, The road 
to Herat has behind it a good railroad to 
convey mon and’ provisions. It is only an 
affair of a year or two, and amid admirable 
conditions of accurity, rest, and every kind 
of facility, What could Persia do against 
Russia? Russia is about to put hor hands 
upon the ‘keys which will open to her the 
gates. of Afghanistan;” and whether he 
could state how much of the Russian rail- 
way from the Caspian towards Horat was 
already comploted. . 

Sir ©, Dilko feared that he could add 
very little to’ what had alréady. beon said 
about these matters. He had frequently 
stated that there was o Russian force at 
Askabad, With regard to the second 
branch of the question, ho could only say 
that the Government liad not heard of any 
crossing of the Persian frontier by Russian 
cavalry, and that they had no intontion of 
protesting against a‘violation of territory 
of which they had not evén heard. The 
‘question of the proposed presence of a 

ritish officer on the Delimitation Com- 
mission for the Persian frontier'was undor 
consideration. The fourth branch of the 
question consisted of a long quotation from 
a French newspaper, which he had not 
previously seen. Tho subject to which the 
fifth branch of the quostion referred had 
already been explained in the House: of 
Commons. Ho could not give the House 
any fresh information on that subject.
